to His Post Until the Flames Sur­ 


rounded Him. 


Valetta, Island of Malta, Nov . 26 .— 
A terrible disaster, in which mere 
than a hu ndred p ersons lost their 
liv es, occu rred at the entrance to this 
p ort within sig ht of the whole p op u la­ 
tion of the city , who were p owerless 
to g iv e aid. 
The British steam er Sar­ 
dinia of the Ellerm an line, hailing 
from Liv erp ool and bou nd for Alex an­ 
dria with a crew of forty -fou r Eng lish­ 
men, elev en first and six second-cabin 
Eng lish p asseng ers, and nearly 200 
Arab p ilg rims aboard, cau g ht fire and 
within a few minu tes was a roaring 
fu rnace su rrou nded by clou ds of black 
smok e, throu g h which flames bu rst u p ­ 
ward to a heig ht of 200 feet from fre­ 
q u ent ex p losions in the hold. 
So rap idly did the fire sp read that 
the frantic efforts of the crew to op er­ 
ate the fire ap p aratu s p rov ed u seless, 
for it seemed bu t a moment before the 
u p p er work s and m asts crashed down 
u p on the deck , while the ship ’s boats 
were cru shed by the falling debris or 
set on fire and q u ick ly bu rned. 
Safety lay only in the sea, for no 
one cou ld sav e himself ex cep t by ju mp ­ 
ing ov erboard and tak ing chances of 
being p ick ed u p .

STOCK LAW CONCERNING 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


Tuberculosis among animals comes 
under the g eneral cla ss of conta g ious 
disea ses and a s such is subject to the 
provisions of the Sta te Live Stock 
Sa nita ry Law. 
The federa l law pre­ 
vents the importation of ca ttle into 
this country for breeding purposes 
unless it is shown by the tuberculin 
test that they are free from disea se. 
M ost foreig n countries make a sim i­ 
la r 
requirement. 
Several 
of 
the 
Sta tes have made a law making such 
a test a necessity for breeding and 
dairy stock and Indiana ha s such a 
law by virtue of a proclamation made 
by Governor Hanly last J uly . 
The Sta te law requires that any 
one knowing the presence of this d is­ 
ea se among stock sha ll report the 
same to the Sta te Veterinarian and 
furthermore provides a pena lty for 
fa ilure to do so. 
Tuberculosis stock 
ca nnot be condemned but 
may 
be 
placed in permanent quarantine. The 
tuberculin test is not compulsory but 
is used by the Sta te Veterinarian a s 
being the m ost 
reliable 
means 
of 
recog nizing the disea se and of sepa ­ 
rating the disea sed from the hea lthy 
a nim als. 
Animals found to he d is­ 
ea sed either by phy sica l examination 
or the tuberculin test will he placed 
in quarantine and rfiay he kept by 
the owner for breeding purposes or 
may * he disposed of for food subject 
to the federa l rules and reg ula tions 
of meat inspection. 
As a m atter of 
fa ct, eig hty percent of the ca rca sses 
are fit for food and hv permitting the 
keejiihg and feeding for a time the 
losses may 
be 
g rea tly 
decreased. 
Those ca ses 
showing 
a dva nced or 
g eneralized disea se 
a re 
condemned 
and the owner receives only the value 
of the hide. 
The 
Sta te 
m akes 
no 
compensation for loss either in this 
or any other disea se of live stock. 
The law reg ulating to foods pre­ 
vents the use of milk or butter from 
any .{diseased animal arid therefore 
prevents the use of milk from such 
ca ttle althoug h there may he no phy ­ 
sica l evidence of disea se. 
According 
to recent investig a tors, the possibil­ 
ity of harm is removed 
by 
proper 
pa sturiza tion and it would seem that 
this law mig ht be w isely modified. 
Some of the cities are demanding 
evidence of freedom from tuberculo­ 
sis among dairy cows under local or­ 
dina nces and prescribe the conditions 
under which the tests may be made. 
Chicag o is demanding such a test and 
her action will a ffect more da iries in 
this Sta te than tha t 
of 
the 
home
